TOWN WARRANT. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Derry qualified to vote in 
fown affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in 
said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE I. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

ARTICLE IJ. ‘To vote to raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the support of schools, for 
the maintenance of the poor, for the laying out and re- 
pairing of highways, and building and repairing bridges, 
and for other necessary charges arising in said town. 

ARTICLE III. ‘To see what action the town will take relative 
to renewing their contract with the Derry Electric Light 
Company for lighting the streets in said town. 

ARTICLE IV. To see what sum of money the town will’ vote 
to raise and appropriate for the use of Upton Post No. 45, 
Department of New Hampshire, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, to defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 

ARTICLE V. To see if the town will vote to accept the be- 
quest of the late James LD. Alexander as provided for in 
his will as follows: ‘Article Tenth, I giveand bequeath

to the town of Derry Three Thousand ($3000) dollars, 
the income of said sum to be expended for the support of 
the public schools in said town; the principal to be kept 
intact and whole by the town. 

ARTICLE VI. ‘To see if the town will raise the salary of the 
librarian of “Taylor Library” and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE VII. ‘To see if the town will vote to establish and 
maintain a hydrant or other water supply at or near 
Hardy’s grist mill in Derry Village. 

ARTICLE VIII. To see if the town will vote to build a graded. 
sidewalk on the north side of the highway, beginning at 
the residence of William H. Jones and ending at the resi- 
dence of Albert A. Davis and raise and ad a 
sum of money for the same. : 


ARTICLE [X. ‘To see whether the town will vote to construct 
a concrete sidewalk in Derry Village, beginning at the 
watering trough in said village, and extending to the 
school house in district No. 2; and then beginning nearly 
in front of I. A. Butterfield’s with a branch extending by 
Hazen R. Underhill’s to L. B. Hardy’s mill and to see 
what sum of money the town will vote to appropriate for 
its construction. _ 7 

ARTICLE X. To see if the town will vote to build side- 
walks on one side of the street leading from Broad- 
way, in the village of Derry Depot, at a point near the 
shoe factory of W. S. Pillsbury, to South avenue, about 
325 yards, if the abuttors will pay one-third of the ex- 

_ pense. 

ArvtIcLE XI. To see whether the town will vote to construct 

a concrete sidewalk on the following streets: Beginning

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at Birch street, thence westward, on the south side of 
South avenue, so called, to the E. L. F. factory, and 
thence from South avenue.up Railroad avenue, so called, 
to Broadway, near the postoffice, and to see what sum the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for its construc- 
tion. 


ARTICLE XII. To hear the report of agents, auditors, or 
committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. | 


ARTICLE XIII. To see if the town will vote to locate and 


maintain a hydrant on Colby street, near the corner of 
Charles C. Morse lot. 


ARTICLE XIV. To see if the town will vote to require the 
proprietors of the Boston and Maine railroad to secure 
the crossing of the highway (the Turnpike crossing, so 
called) and Palmer’s crossing, so called, by gates on both 
sides of the railroad. 


ARTICLE XV. ‘To see what action the town will take relative 
to procuring land and erecting a new engine house in the 
Derry Depot fire precinct, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. ; 

ARTICLE XVI. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate with the West Derry Sewerage 
Association, a corporation existing under the act of the 
legislature of the State of New Hampshire for the pur- 
chase by the town of the plant of said corporation, to- 
gether with all their rights, titles and interests in said 
town under said act of incorporation. 

Also to see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men if such purchase is made to operate the same in the 
interest of the town, charging such rates as to them may 
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seem just, and extending the system from time to time, as 
the people may require. 
Also to raise and appropriate money therefor, and to 
pass any other vote in relation to the said purchase.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Selectmen ; 


GENTLEMEN: Early last spring complaints were made that 
filth was running down Abbott’s brook and a bad odor arising 
from the same. : 

The Board accordingly examined the brook and cess- 
pools in the immediate neighborhood, including the culvert 
under the B..&)M. R..R. 

The brook did not appear to be in a bad condition and 
no odor could be noticed a short distance from it. 

Upon interviewing H. C. Abbott he positively denied 
running any filth down the brook, and from the appearance 
of things the Board decided he was telling the truth. 

Upon examining the culvert a strong odor was very percep- 
tible, and a considerable accumulation of filth, and what was 
apparently the overflow from some privy, was several inches 
deep on the floor of the culvert, but a careful examination 
failed to reveal the source. 


Upon calling on the station agent to explain matters he 
cheerfully gave all the information he could, saying he did not 
think it possible any overflow or outlet from the closets at 
the station could cause the condition at the culvert, but that 
the B. & M.R. R. was willing to do all they could to keep the 
depot and surroundings in a sanitary condition. 


i 


Accordingly the next day the B. & M. R. R. representative 
appeared and with the Board carefully investigated the case. 
He promised to thoroughly clean the culvert and keep it so, 
and we have had no trouble with it since. 

During the summer the West Derry Sewage Association 
proceeded to put in a sewerage system, a much needed neces- 
sity, and of inestimable value to as thriving a village as the 
Depot has become. 

As there are always persons in every town who decry 
every improvement, so there were some who would have been 
glad from perhaps selfish reasons to have thrown cold water 
upon one of the most valuable improvements the town has had. 

There were ten cases of typhoid fever reported, two 
fatal. On investigating the Board decided that seven prob- 
ably occurred from filthy sink drains, one from perhaps an 
exhausted state of the system helped by bad surroundings, 
and in two cases there was asuspicion that the drinking water 
was bad. ) 

On the whole, the Board is inclined to belheve the sani- 
tary condition of the town is steadily improving. 

The Board has endeavored to attend promptly to all com- 
plaints, and act impartially on all matters. 

Dr. Sanders advanced Henry Kehoe ¢2.00 for cleaning 
out corn beef tanks of A. B. Williams, and Prof. E. R. Angell 
$3.00 for analyzing water.

Noticeable in the expenditures are items of importance 
not considered at our last annual meeting in estimating the 
expenses for the year. 


At an expense of about fifty dollars, and for the purpose 
of avoiding as far as possible all danger from fire, a portion of 
the rear basement of the new school house at the Depot has 
been cemented and upon which has been built bins for 
coal, ashes, and for all constantly accumulating waste 
papers, etc. 
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With a view to economy, the school buildings without 
exception have received a fresh coat of paint, some of them. 
two coats; and with the Old Flag waving they present a 
thrifty appearance. 


REMARKS. 


In former years, when the boys built the fires and teach- 
ers boarded around, the Rev. Edward L. Parker, who for forty 
years was pastor of ths Presbyterian church at East Derry, 
and who for many years esteemed it a privilege to superintend 
our schools without money or price, was on a public occasion 
known to proclaim with much enthusiasm, that the public 
schools of Derry were becoming progressive. 7 

While it is but just to school boards and teachers alike 
to allow that throughout the many intervening years, our 
schools have continued to advance in this direction, your com~ 
mittee are firmly of the opinion that the school service during 
the past year, has in nowise been an exceptional one in this. 
respect. 

Not only in our villages, but throughout the town district, 
we have had an unusually well-equipped teaching force and 
such has been the encouraging advancement made, we should. 
feel a remissness of duty in withholding our earnest expression. 
of commendation. 

Several new teachers of previous experience have been 
engaged in our school work during the past year with much 
satisfaction to all interested; yet we deem it an advantage 
that many of our former teachers have remained with us, thus. 
affording a favorable opportunity of assigning each a position 
where they, in the judgment ot the committee, were best 
adapted -to meet the requirements of the particular school: 
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assigned, and in consequence of which there has been but 
little friction in discipline, few instances of stubbornness, and 
no insubordination. 

While these are encouraging features to contemplate, 
there are hindrances still. We believe the success of our 
common schools is in an important degree determined by what. 
the public will consent to have it be ; and that aslong as the 
worth of our teachers and the character of our schools are 
based upon reports of careless and indifferent pupils so long 
will the most earnest efforts of our teachers be thwarted. 

What our schools need is the intelligent co-operation of all 
interested in the cause of education; and when the parents, 
ministers, physicians, business men and laymen will occasion- 
ally sacrifice, if but a few moments in visiting our schools, and 
by an approving word or look, encourage our teachers in their 
best endeavors, our schools will receive a new impulse, the 
result of which can not easily be realized; and all unjust 
criticisms will be laid aside. 

The citizens of Derry know well the importance of our 
common schools. ‘They are not notably backward in their an- 
nual appropriations ; and as with advancing time our teachers 
are becoming more efficient, and are realizing more fully their 
responsibility, may we not hope, that our school appro- 
priation in the future may be increased rather than otherwise; 
and while our enterprising town, in various phases, is making 
large strides of advancement, let the key note of progress and. 
excellence again be sounded, that the schools of Derry, the 
foundation of all that is desirable, may at all times be found 
fully abreast in the onward march. 

ADAMS SCHOOL. 

As many inquiries are being made, more particularly by 

those who have recently become residents of the town respect- 
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ing the organization of this district, and its official relations 
with that of the town district, we deem it proper to state a few 
facts, as we understand it, relating thereto; and to herewith 
insert its act of incorporation. 


At the time the female department was detached from 
Pinkerton Academy, a female seminary was opened at East 
Derry. 

In 1823 Jacob Adams, Esq., bequeathed about four 
thousand dollars to endow a female academy, to be located 
within one hundred rods of the East Parish meeting house. 


The school went into operation in April, 1824, and for 
nearly two-thirds of a century, was one of the chief educational 
centres of New England ; but finally the attendance, for vari- 
ous reasons, became so small the trustees felt that the purpose 
for which this institution was founded could be better carried 
out, in its union with the common school system of the town, 
and in October, 1887, the General Court approved the act to 
establish the Adams School District in Derry. After defining 
the boundaries of the district, and specifying its officers, the 
act provides as follows: 

The duties of the president shall be to preside at all 
meetings of the district, of the clerk to keep all records of the 
district, of the joint’ board: and of the treasurer to receive any 
money paid by the trustees, of the will of Jacob Adams, late 
of Derry, deceased, or any other money properly paid to him 
for school’ purposes. 


The authority of the town under the laws of 1885, chap- 
ter 43, as to assessing and collecting taxes in said Adams 
School District, and appropriating the same for school pur- 
poses, shall continue as if this act had not been passed. When 
it shall be decided by the courts of this state upon application 
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made that the real estate and the income of the personal 
property, now in the hands of the aforesaid trustees, can be 
used and appropriated by the said trustees for educational 
purposes in connection with the district, in said Adams School 
District, then the said president, clerk and treasurer shall con- 
stitute a joint board, to act with the town school board in se- 
lecting a teacher and fixing the compensation; and it shall then 
be the duty of the board of education of said town, tocontract 
with said trustees, and pay a reasonable rent for the use of the 
school buildings, now heid by said trustees, with the assent of 
said joint district board; and any scholars from other parts 
of the town district, may attend the school in said Adams 
School District free of tuition, with the consent of the town 
board. 


Such sums as shall be paid for rent, together with the 
income of any funds in the hands of the trustees, shall be 
appropriated as nearly as may be for the education of females, 
together with all school children of said district, and for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the district school at a location, 
according to the will of said Adams. 


It will readily be noticed that the district has exceptional 
financial facilities, and with Miss Williams in charge, the 
future success of this school is reasonably assured. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


This school,:for nearly two years, has been in charge of , 
Miss Eva M. Butterfield, a teacher of high attainments and 
much force of character. Being a good disciplinarian, un- 
yielding in her methods, and enthusiastic in her work, she has 
by untiring efforts and perseverance brought this school, in 
many respects to a good degree of excellence. After repeated 
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calls to other positions and realizing that opportunities are 
rare, Miss Buttertield resigned her position in the latter part 
of the winter term, and accepted one more lucrative and more 
to her taste in Hingham, Mass. ' 


The term was finished by Miss Alice L. Aldrich, of Leb- 
anon, N. H. Miss Aldrich isa graduate of Lebanon High 
School and of Colby Academy, this state. She won first hon-: 
ors for scholarship and was valedictorian of her class of fif- 
teen, 


BASE PRIMARY 


It was with much regret that near the close of the autumn 
term and in consequence of a painful illness, we were forced to 
record the resignation of one who for several years has labored 
faithfully for the little ones entrusted to her care and instruc- 
tion. Although each succeeding year has wrought a change 
in the membership of the Board, this teacher has not failed of 
a cordial re-election until this school had become familiarly and 
favorably known as Miss Morrill’s school. In previous years 
Miss Morrill had engaged in more advanced school work, but 
being convinced of the importance of a thorough primary drill, 
she enlisted all her forces in this direction and has earned a 
reputation which has secured the respect and esteem of a large 
community, now sympathizing with her in her illness. 
Through the kindness. of Mrs. Dr. Beckley, the term was 
pleasantly and profitably brought to a close. si, 

‘The winter term was taught by Miss Effie M.O’Brien. Miss 
©’ Brien was skilful in her methods of instruction and sustain- 
ed the reputation which preceeded her in most respects. At 
the close of the school the order was not what it should have 
been.

THE INTERMEDIATES. 

As heretofore our intermediate grades have generally been 
considered difficult to discipline, your committee after due 
consideration assigned these schools to Miss Payne and Miss 
“Clarke, members of the same class when graduated at Pinker- 
ton Academy. As we have yet to learn of the first complaint, 
ifrom any source, we feel confident that we made no mistake. 
‘These teachers engaged zealously in their respective spheres, 
and by well directed efforts, energy, perseverance and tact, 
the schools were early in the season found to be in good work: 
ing condition, and the confidence of the scholars secured. 
Those of the district’ who visited these schools can with us 

_testify of the good work accomplished. 


READING. 


Among the studies pursued in our common schools, read- 
ing, arithmetic, geography and grammar, it seems to your 
Board that Reading—elocution is taking its place too far in 
the rear. We find comparatively few pupils who can clearly, 
distinctly, and with proper force and expression. set forth the 
meaning and spirit of the writer. We find too often a hurried, 
indistinct, monotonous and faltering style. It should be the 
earnest effort of all having the care of our schools, to teach a 
correct and audible pronounciation of every word, and_ the 
proper expression, which shall most clearly and forcibly indi- 
cate the intent of the author. We hope to note a decided 
improvement in this branch of study in the future.

. WRITING AND DRAWING. 


After much hesitancy, the Vertical Round Hand System 
of writing has been introduced. ‘Through the earnest co- 
operation of our teacher and the manifest interest of the 
scholars, the result has been gratifying. Already fine 
specimens were found in districts 7, 8, 9, 5, and in the inter- 
mediate grades at the Depot. While there has been no 
general attention given to the art of drawing, nice specimens. 
were on exhibition in Miss Butterheld’s and Miss Payne’s. 
rooms. 


SINGING. 


It is claimed that the voice and the ear are universal en- 
dowments, and that the mind is susceptible to emotions that 
cannot be expressed except in song, and if this be so, this. 
alone must suggest to all the importance of learning to sing. 
In most of our schools our teachers have devoted what little 
time they could command to this purpose. The result has 
been such that in revising the course of study the singing ex- 
ercise has been included. We trust the time ts not distant 
when greater facilities will be afforded. 


ATTENDANCE, 


Several scholars have been excused from attending school 
either for a part or the whole of the term. Possibly the com- 
mittees have erred in this respect, but circumstances seemed 
to demand it. In a general sense, those having children of 
sufficient age to attend school, have not only realized the im- 
portance of their attendance, but have shown a disposition to 
recognize the authority of the school laws, and the necessity 
of complying with its requirements. The average attendance 
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would have been very satisfactory, had it not been for the three 
weeks of prevailing distempers during the winter term. 


BEQUEST. 


It is expected that the income from the Alexander fund. 
will be available for school purposes during the present year. 


In conclusion the committee extend to the teachers their 
appreciation of the well-prepared and neatly kept registers,. 
and for their earnest co-operation in all that pertained to the 
interests of our schools.

EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STAR Tie 
CHAPTER 93. | 

No person shall attend school, or send a scholar to the 
school in any district of which he is not an inhabitant, with- 
out the consent of the district or of the school board. 

No child shall attend any public school unless he has been 
vaccinated or has had the small-pox. | 

Any scholar may be dismissed from school by the school 
board for gross misconduct, or for neglect or refusal to con- 
form to the reasonable rules of the school. And he-shall not 
attend the school until restored by the school board. 

No scholar who shall have been assigned to a particular 
school by the school board shall attend any other Schaal in 
the district until assigned thereto. 

If any scholar, after notice, shall attend or visit a school 
which he has no right to attend, or shall interrupt. or disturb 
the same, he shall be fined for the first offence five dollars and 
for any subsequent offence ten dollars or be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days. 


DY, 


Districts may make by-laws not repugnant to law, con- 
cerning habitual truants and children between the ages of 
six and sixteen years, not attending school, and not having a 
regular and lawful occupation, and to compel the attendance 
of such children at school, and may annex penalties for the 
breach thereof not exceeding ten dollars for each offense. 

Any offender against such by-laws upon conviction, may 
be sentenced to pay a fine and to be committed to tne indus- 
trial school until it is paid, or he is otherwise discharged, or 
he may be sentenced to the industrial school for a term not 
exceeding one year. 

No child under the age of ten years shall be employed in 
any manufacturing establishment.. 

No child under the age of sixteen years who cannot read 
and write, shall be employed in any manufacturing establish- 
ment during the time the public schools in the district in 
which he resides are in session. 

Children not included under the provisions of the preced- 
ing section, shall not be employed in a manufacturing estab- 
lishment, unless they shall first furnish to the person propos- 
ing to employ them a certificate of the school board of the 
district in which they reside, that they have some public or 
private day school, in which the common English branches 
are taught during the preceding year as follows: If under six- 
teen and over fourteen years of age, twelve weeks; if under 
fourteen and over twelve years of age, six months, or such 
part thereof as the schools in the district in which they reside 
were in session, and if under twelve and over ten years of age, 
the whole time the schools are in session in such districts. 

If any owner, agent, superintendent, or overseer of a 
manufacturing establishment shall employ any child in viola- 
tion of the provisions of either the preceding sections, he shall 
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be fined not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, for the: 
use of the district. 

Any person who is not a scholar, who shall wilfully in- 
terupt or disturb any school shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding, 
thirty days. 


TOWN BY-LAW OF 11897. 


Any child between the age of six and sixteen years hay- 
ing no lawful occupation, and of sufficient health, neglecting 
to attend some proper school, or remaining e@bsent, or playing 
truant therefrom, shall upon conviction thereof, be fined not 
more than ten dollars, or less than one do:lar, unless having a 
written excuse from the school board, and shall attend the 
whole term of the school year.
